PROFESSOR RICHARD GOTTHEIL (New York) 


We regret to announce the death on Sunday, at his home in 
New York City, of Professor Richard James Horatio Gottheil, one of 
the foremost Hebrew scholars in the United 
States. He was Professor of Semitic 
Languages at Columbia University, New 
York, for nearly fifty years. He married, in 
1891, in Paris, Miss Emma R. Leon. 
Professor Gottheil was born in Manchester 
October 13th. 1862. He was the son of 
Professor Gottheil, at one time Kiabbi

steele, develops the argument that attempt after attempt to 
roalise the idea of human unity under one ruler or under one God 
‘he world-community—has met with frustration. But the conscious 
-fforts to unify and rationalise human life, when seen from the 
perspective of geological time, are only a struggle to securé a new 
‘vothold for the race, which won, will be in itself only a basis for 
new and nobler discontents. The world is now in slack water 
‘(ween one great rush of creative effort and another. 

‘Every preceding drive has been found insufficient and always 
there has been an interval of confused reaction before the next drive 
found a sufficient basis in new ideas. We may over-rate the evil of 
many of the eddies in the slack-water phase. We may lose our 
sense of proportion in the face of the social destructions, the storms 
of persecution and ill-regulated indignation that glare close to our eyes 
to-day. It may be that those who love liberty need a lesson in self 
protection and mutual aid, and that many ancient cultures and 
traditions will be all the better for a strenuous self-examination.

jearing. His rage-at economic disadvantages, and particularly at 
‘loss and transfer of power through speculative acquisition, may 
volve other impulses than sadistic desire and a craving for loot.’ 
is time, we are told, that the Jews thought themselves out. ~ It 
vit not be a bad thing now if, as a separate culture, they thought 
tuemselves out of existence altogether.” Again, Mr. Wells assumes 
Lic black cap! Again the Wellsian sentence of death. Why? Because 
the Nazis may te telling the truth about them. The Nazi indict- 
ent of the Jews is swallowed at a gulp. The separate Jewish 
iiture is to be abandoned. Nazism is steeling us “for finer and 
oader efforts.” When sufficiently steeled,’ presumably, the 
ilism of Hitler will be dropped. A Jew will miraculously become 
‘German. Anda Jewish Paradise will arise on the Spree! 


M* WELLS should take this stuff to the SrvUERMER rather than 

the SpecTATor. Meanwhile, he might reflect that no religion 
has preached the idea of human unity under one Ged more 
insistently than Judaism. It is not less Judaism and Jewish Law 
iat the world is in crying need of, but more—the Judaism which 
vught us to love our neighbour as ourselves.* This is not 
stupendous self-satisfaction,” which needs the shock of Nazism to 
‘une it. We have had many shocks in the course of our history, 
ut the hands of Torquemada and others of greater stature than the 
piuchbeck German tyrant, and if Judaism has survived them all, may

M R. WELLS, in his second article, carries his argument further 
| The article is headed: “ The Case for Persecution,’ as made, 
of course, by Mr. Steele. 

‘’ Almost always,” it tells us, “they (the persecutors) had a con- 
siderable justification for what they did. Almost always they were 
defending beliefs that were really precious and sacred to them, or 
institutions whose destruction would have been desolating to them. 
And hardly ever were the persecuted completely in the right. They 
were really destructive or demoralising. They were really malicious. 
They were really a threat. They would tolerate no compromise and 
made the dispute an issue of ‘my way or yours.’ Something had to 
be done about them. Persecutions and tyrannies have been at 
times hardly more than the frantic self-protection of effete or 
corrupted rulers, but generally they have been more than that. 
Generally they are .an exaggeration of legitimate administrative 
measures. Generally there is'a case for persecution.” 
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T is really difficult to believe that these words have been written 
seriously. Were the burnings of recalcitrant Catholics and 
Protestants at the stake merely “exaggerations of legitimate 
administrative measures’? Ought the thinkers who suffered for 
their faith to have compromised with the truth and not to have 
insisted,on,." my way or yours When can “administrative 
without exaggeration, be allowed, and how. once 
started, could” exaggeration " be prevented? If every individual and 
every Government, clinging to institutions whose destruction would 
be desolating to them, is to be permitted the exercise of ~ administra- 
tive measures,’ we have the right to an explanation of such steps, 
and of the plight in which world-progress would ultimately find 
itself, If, on this already chaotic planet, everybody with beliefs 
that are precious to him is to have his will—within limits—of those 
who differ from him, then human striving will become a sort of 
dog-light; and it may go hard with the propagator even of the idea 
of human unity, as Mr. Wells himself might discover through his 
own experience.

Mr. Wells might remember that some people 
treasured the belief that the world did not travel round the sun, 
and others were convinced of the justice of slavery! 


N the light of these theories, the Jewish under-dog in Germany is 
put on trial. “It is for the treatment of the Jews that we are 
most frequently urged to condemn HLitlerism.” So Steele sets him. 
self to investigate the vexatiousness of the Jew in Germany—and 
throughout the ages. What holds Jews together, he informs us, 
is a tradition, Biblical, Talmudic and economic. 

“It is a tradition that stresses acquisitiveness, They are more 
alert about property, money and the power of money than the run of 
mankind. . . . They get, they permeate, they control. The 
non-Jewish populations amidst which they live » « feel that this 
successful Jewish concentration is made at the expense of broader 
and finer interests. . .« «. tut if they are to hold their own against 
the biological pressure of the Jew, they roust drop these alleged broader 
and finer interests, whatever they are, and concentrate on the struggle 
for possession. The Jew makes the biological pace for them at a 
lower level, unless they impose a handicap on him or resort.to some 
form of pogrom. He grips the property, he secures the appointment, 
the Gentile feels he is robbed of opportunity by all this alertness. He 
is baffled and he cives way to anger.” 


i is admitted that there are a number of Gentiles who are 

~ Jewish ” in their quality, and a number of Jews who are not. 
But “on the whole. he (Steele) thinks we are dealing here with a 
distinctive tradition of belaviour that taints, hampers, and frustrates 
much human effort.’ All this, of course, is based upon a complete 
misapprehension of the facts. If the Jews are so acquisitive. more 
alert than the run of mankind about money, and“ brighter and 
cleverer with it,” why the squalor of the ghettos and the starvation 
that stalks among the three-and-a-half millions of Polish Jewry” 
Why are the resources of Jews perennially taxed to feed the hungry 
Jews of Russia? How many of the Jewishstarvelings in Bessarabia 
would not gasp with astonishment at Mr. Wells’ own revenue from 
his books, or the royalties on his films. or the weekly salary as 
collaborator and adviser which he is to receive, according to report, 
in connection with three films, from a firm of producers, and which 
is said to be on the scale of a film star's’ But when some Gentiles 
make money, the fact has no general significance. When some Jews 


do, they are animated by a distinctive Jewish tradition. 


Q* course. all this is not even original. It las been hawked for 

years in the purlieus of Continental anti-Semitism. It 
stresses acquisitiveness but says nothing of its converse, enterprise 
which makes for general prosperity and, in the case of the German 
refugees in this country, has brought employment to tlrousands 
of Englishmen. It is based on the anti-Liberal practice of 
discriminating between classes of citizens in the everyday life of

Campaign Takes New Turn 
UNDERMINING BRITISH AUTHORITY 


Foreign Influence Behind Anti-Jewish Facade 


MAGNIFICENT SELF-CONTROL OF YISHUV 


Latest reports from Palestine reveal a continuance of guerilla warfare 
carried on in contempt of authority. While some observers claim to 
detect a slight improvement in the situation, others deciare that nothing 


short of martial law and the firm hand called for by ‘‘ The Times,’’ will . 


suffice to restore order. 

The repeated warnings during the past nine months of careful 
preparations by certain Arab organisations for the present disorders; 
the open and continual incitement for many months in sections of the 
Arab Press and the persistent sowing of mischievous and inflammatory 
falsehood; followed by the ineflective steps taken by the authorities to 
cope with the first outbreaks, are regarded as serious reflections on the 
efficiency of the Palestine Government. in answer to a question in 
Parliament, the Dominions Secretary revealed that many months ago 
authority was given for increased police. Yet it is only now that this 
authority is being made use of. 


Additional troops and artillery have again had to be drawn away 
this week from Egypt to Palestine, and a warship has arrived at Haifa. 
Tho Palestine authorities, it appears, are still employing the utmost 
restraint and patience in dealing with the Arab rioters responsible for the 
daily attacks on persons and property. 

With the sixth week of lawlessness in Palestine, a new 
tendency has appeared in the tactics of the Arab rioters. The 
agitation which at first was directed against the Jews, with 
cessation of Jewish immigration and land sales to Jews as its 
avowed aims, has now developed into an _ anti-British 
demonstration. Cases of incendiarism and of shooting in 
Jewish areas are still frequent, but it is noteworthy that the 
districts in which the gravest incidents have occurred during 
the past week are those in which the Jewish population is to all 
intents non-existent. 

In Jerusalem, apart from one Jewish casualty, the unrest 
has somewhat abated. In Haifa and on the Tel-Aviv-Jaffa 
boundary, incidents have became fewer. It is in towns such as 
Gaza, where on Monday the police were forced to fire on an 
Arab mob, who erected barricades in the streets and damaged 
the railway, and in Kfar Kanna, near Nazareth, where police 
were stoned on Sunday, that the trouble is most acute. Accord- 
ing to the census of 1931, the Jewish population of Gaza con- 
sisted of one man. ‘In Nazareth, the Jewish population 
numbered 79 as aga'nst a total population of 8,756. Kfar Kanna 
itself is an Arab village. |

Palestine’s Progress in 1935 
New Records in Many Fields 


GOVERNMENT'S DISCOURAGING ATTITUDF 


The words “ amazing progress * almost inevitably call to mind 


the developments going on in Palestine. Again this year the Jewish 
Agency, in its report to the League ot Nations, deseribes a year ot 
advancement in every field—in finance, in business, in agriculture, | 


building. the health services, education and the social sérvices generally. 
The following extracts from the Memorandum give some indication of 


these developments. The number of quotations ts limited only by 


considerations of space, 

At the close of 1935, the Jewish population of Palestime totalled, 
according to reliable estimates, approximately 375.000, having increased 
in the course of the vear by about 75,000. This total compares with a 
figure of 174,610 enumerated in the Government Census of 1931, and a 
figure of S3.700 in the Government Census of 1922. It is estrmated that 
the Jews at present constitute roughly 29.8 per cent. of the total settled 
population of the country, Ot the merease of 291.000 since 1922, It Is 
estunated that some 47,000 (or 16 per cent.) are due to the excess ol 
hirths over deaths, while 244,000 (or S84 per cent.) are accounted for by 
the exces ol immigration over enugration. 

fhe Jewish population is distmbuted as.to three-fourths in the towns 
and one-fourth mm the villages. Of the urban population (numbering 
2S4.000), the-veryv great Inajority are concentrated in the 
three large towns of Jerusalem, Tel-Aviv and Haifa. As regards, the 
occupational distribution of the Jewish population, if is estimated that 
16,000, or 14 per cent pure dependent for their livelihood on agneulture,

Mr. Jabotinsky Blames High Commissioner 
JEWISH DEFENCE FORCE NEEDED 
THE “ NEW ZIONISTS*” PLANS 


Addressing a Press Conference at the Headquarters of the New 
Zionist Organisation at 47, Finchley Road. N.W., yesterday week, 
Mr. Vladimir Jabotinsky, the President, dealt with the disturbances 
in Palestine: the Administration's responsibility for the outbreak ; 
and the attitude of his Organisation towards the situation. 

The High Commissioner, said Mr. Jabotinsky, had identified 

himself witha policy which. in the peculiar conditions created by the 
Mandate, could not but lead to a situation such as they now had 
before them. The Government hid had ample warning. The 
Hebrew Press, as early as last December, bad warned them that 
something was brewing in Palestine. Acting on special information 
which they had received, the New Zionist Organisation had addressed 
a cable to the High Commissioner informing him that anti-Jewish 
outbreaks were feared. The cab e told of the revival of the ominous 
Arab battlecry Eddowleh Maana (“the Government is with us”) and 
said that ¢xperience showed that such developments as had taken 
place inevitably resulted in bloodshed, especially considering the 
scarcity of Imperial troops, the inefficiency of the police and the 
absence of legalised Jewish self-defence. 

In these circumstances, it was difticult to believe that Sir 
Arthur Wau hope had been taken by surprise. 

The prohibition of a regularised Jewish self-defence was 
deplorable, said Mr. Jabotinsky, especially when it was remembered 
that such defence was organised and encouraged among settlers in 
British colonies in Africs. Oaly a properly organised militia or 
constabulary composed of Jews, who could provide 50,000 men iif 
necessary, could eusure a proper guarding of the roads, bridges, 
harbours and Jewish settlements. The existence of such a body 
would put the Palestine Government in a position to carry out the 
policy of the Balfour Declaration and the Mandate without fear of 


Arab intimidation and without involving the Government in heavy - 


military expenditure. 

The new Royal Commission plan was, so far, nothing but a 
further concession to intimidation. The plan could be developed 
into a useful one if it extended its enquiries beyond the local and 
immediate problems. The seat of the Commission should be in 
London and not in Palestine, and its investigations sbould deal 
with the world-wide Jewish problem and with British Imperial 
policy in relation to Zionism. The Commission sbould include 
Transjordan in its enquiry, 

The Jewish case, proceeded the speaker, could no longer be presented 
to a Commission or to the world in general by a“ Jewish Agency ” repre- 
senting only a small proportion of the Jews of the world. The only body 
morally. entitled to elect an authoritative Jewish Agency would be a 
World-Jewish National Assembly elected by universal adult suffrage 
without fee or Shekel. Such a National Assembly was to be called by 
the “ New Zionist” Organisation next year. The Organisation would 
prepare a Ten-year plan for settling in Palestine and Transjordan one-and- 
a-half to two million Jews. The *‘ New Zionist ” Organisation, concluded 
the President, was prepared to co-operate with all other groups for the 
convocation of the National Assembly.

A Conierence, convened by the Poale Zion Party of Great Britain, 
attended by representatives of all shades of Jewish opmion, met at the 
First Avenue Hotel, High Holborn, W.C., on Sunday last. Mr. A. 
Richtiger presided, and among those present were Dr. D. Jochelman. Mr.

He stressed the fact that the presence of 400,000 Jews in 
Palestine made it impossible to regard what had happened as a pogrom, 
and emphasised the difference between the mental attitude of Palestine 
Jewry towards their attackers ana that which characterised pogrom- 
stricken Jews. In analysing the causes of these riots, the speaker stated 
that at no time was there any. anunositv between Jew and Arab in 
Palestine, but that the peculiar uneducated condition of Arabs laid them 
epen to the machinations of paid agitators. He also mentioned the 
possibility of outside agents having supplied money to the strikers. 

In conclusion, he stressed the necessity for those present to use 
utmost. endeavours to mfluence puble opimion and 
spreading of dangerous and untrue rumours.

Sir HERBERT SAMUEL said that the most significant indication 
is that nearly the whole of the young generation of German Jews 
that. the position in Germany was bopeless, and were proposing 
leave the country in which their families had lived for genera- 
tions. Many.of those who had left Germany had brought great 
nefit to the countries to which they had turned. In Holland a 
survey of the euterprises established by German Jews had shown

mn would be withdrawn, or that immigration would stor. 
'ue economic position of the Arab people had been improved 
hy the Jewish development in the country. The Council for 
German Jewry realised the need of spending substantial sums in 
order to enlarge the absorptive capacity of Palestine for German 
Jews settling on the land. Another possible outlet was the Soviet 
Nepublic of Biro-Bidjan, but that was destined mainly for Russian 
ind Polish Jews. It was easier and cheaper to absorb the refugees 
‘nto existing communities than to provide for group settlement. 
in many countries there was a demand for skilled artisans, and 


one of the main purposes of the Fund was to assist training and 
retraining, 


It was not to ba anticipated, continued Sir Herbert, that the 
policy of the German Government would change for the better. 
There was apprehension, indeed, that the persecution would be 
intensified after the Olympic Games. The League at present took 
the view that the persecution was a matter of domestic policy in 
Which they could not interfere. The High Commissioner of the 
League for the German Refugees bad limited functions, more limited 
than those of Mr. McDonald. The old Advisory Council of the

Mrs. OrnMeEROD, of the Society of Friends, said that the Society 
had collected at present some £14,000, Their means for dealing 
with the needs of 2,500 destitute refugees were pitifully small, 

Mr. MAUFE spoke of the work of the International Students 
Service, which had derived alarge part of its funds from the students 
themse.ves. 

At the Friday afternoon session Mrs. Dugdale was in the Chair. 

D:. WRIZMANN spoke of what had been done to estabish German 
Jews in Palestine. Of the 30,000 who had been absorbed during the 
last three years, eighty-four per cent. came. direct from Germany, 
the rest from the adjacent countries. They represented between 
one-fifth and one-quarter of the total immigration into Palestine. 
Nearly half of them entered in the Labour Schedule. The rest 
were persons entering with capital and their families, and 
dependents of those established in the country. There were special 
difficultiés of readjustment for German Jews who had been so 
emancipated as in many cases to have lost touch with the Jewish 
people. The Eastern Jew always knew he was a Jew. But it 
required a big effort for the German Jews to be integrated in a 
Hebrew speaking community. The effort had been successfully 
made, partly because the Jewish National Home was still in a state 
of flux, partly because they had come to Palestine with a strong 
enthusiasm and partly because the existing agricultural settlements 
had absorbed the newcomers readily. The Central Bureau had 
founded courses in Hebrew, geography and the conditions of Pales- 
tine to assist the readjustment. 

While the liberal professions were already overcrowded in 
Palestine (continued Dr. Weizmann), the country had been able to 
absorb a number of scientists—-20 in the University and 25 in the 
other institutions. The country had found a place, too, for over 
1.000 children. The Agency was responsible for their maintenance 
for two-and-a-half years, and had to find the sum of £125 in respect 
of each. That work had been the special task of the Women's 
International Zionist Organisation, and it was a beartening sight 
to watch the German children in Palestine. The cost of absorbing 
15.000 German Jews who had been assisted was about £330,000. 
‘They were hopeful this year to absorb another 10,000, 

General ASQUITH dealt with the prospects of placing a certain 
number of Germaus on the land in Southern Brazil. 

[In the final session, Mr. ErprsTEIN (Secretary of the League of 
Nations Union) while urging the retention of the Nansen Office for 
an indefinite period, suggested that if that was not obtained, there 
should be a permanent commission of the League, on the lines of 
the Mandates Commission, and appointed similarly from those who 
were expert to examine periodically the problem of refugees.

Religious Laxity in Amsterdam 


A DISTURBING PHENOMENON 


Reorganisation an Urgent Necessity 


[from our Correspondent-—AMSTERDAM 


Although the desirability for the speedy filling of the vacaut 
position of Chief Rabbi of North Holland (with Amsterdam 
as headquarters) has long been insistently urged, no successor has 
as yet been appointed to the late Chief Rabbi Onderwijzer, who died 
more than eighteen months ago. It is true that a Rabbinical 
Commission of three Davauim is conducting the routine work of the 
Rabbinate, but the absence of individual responsibility and of a 
recognised spiritual authority is being keenly felt. 

The reasons are not far to seek. Oucs the stronghold of staunch 
traditional orthodoxy with an enviable reputation among communi 
ties throughout the world. Amsterdam to-day can no longer lay 
claim, itr the same measure as heretofore. to its former well-deserved 
fame as a centre of an intense Jewish religious life. Pronounced 
laxity is now evident and although this is acknowledged and the 
growing neglect of the dietary laws, the open desecration of the 
Sabbath and festivals by voung and old, and the alarming ilucrease 
of mixed marriages are being condemned from the pulpit, the 
tide of religious indifference and assimilation fails to subside. 

With the gradual disappearance of the last vestiges,of the 
(Gihetto, and with it the Ghetto spirit, large sections of Amsterdam 
Jews are abandoning their faith. Within view ofthe Beth Din and 
in the immediate vicinity of the Beth Hamedrash, of the Jewish 
Seminary and the Great Synagogue, a district still surrounded 
on all sides by a population nearly 100 pér cent. Jewish, non-Jewish 
‘poulterers may be seen in the street markets on Fridays and days 
preceding’ Jewish festivals, with Jewish women bargaining at 
their Stalls for non-ritually slaughtered fowls, ostensibly in honour 
of the Sibbath ' 

Oa Jewish festivals the ~ Waterplein,” the old market square 
adjacent to the Great Synagogue, presents the usual daily spectacle 
of Jewish street-traders, who compose the majority of the stall 
holders, plying their wares unperturbed by the religious services 
held within earshot and the passage to and fro of Synagogue goers. 
The Rabbinate has on several occasions approached the city 
authorities to remove this evil.and has recommended the closing 
of the market on Jewish festivals in the same way as special

But laxity is not confined to the “old city.’ The east side, the 
new suburban quarter of Amsterdam, thickly populated by Jews 
from the former ghetto. is in urgent need of Jewish “ missionar\ 
work’ among its inhabitants. Without a resident Rabbi in this 
district, and in the absence of any attempt at organised Jewish 
work, little or nothing is being done to imbue local Jews with. a 
sense oi their religious obligations. 


Communal Apathy 


| myself have from time to time discussed the situation with 
representative Jews, but have been invariably informed that the 
position of Communal finances does not permit of the engagement 
of even one residential or full-time spiritual leader in the district 
concerned. And each year, students qualified for the Rabbinate 
graduate from the Seminary without suitable posts being found for 
them, although the masses are in urgent need of their services. 
The neglect and apathy on the part of Communal leaders is bound 
to result in large numbers of Jews being lost to the Community, 
and it is felt that the plea of lack of funds is a sorry excuse for 
wllowing the continuation of the present deplorable state of affairs. 

A drastic rearrangement of the Rabbinate, and the appointment 
of additional Rabbis, is a vital necessity. Some good is anticipated 
as a result of the arrangement to limit the territorial responsibility 
of the future incumbent of the Chief Kabbinate. The new spiritual 
head, when elected, will be Chief Rabbi of Amsterdam only. 
Formerly his sphere of activity extended to the whole province of 
North Holland, which includes such cities as Haarlem and Alkmaar 


and surrounding -places. ‘The authorities have now adopted a 


scheme whereby Amsterdam, with its 60,000 Jewish inhabitants 
will have its own Chief Rabbi, and the remaining parts of the 
province will be under the jurisdiction of another Chief Rabbi 
working independently of Amsterdam. 

The splitting of the old sphere of activity must, however, first 
receive Royal sanction. This has already been applied for. Royal 
consent is also necessary to ensure the continuation of the State 
grant to spiritual heads of alldenominations. On the consent being 
forthcoming, as it is confidently anticipated it will be, little time 
will be lost, it has been announced by the President of the United 
Synagogue Council, in proceeding with the election of a Chief Rabbi. 
A stupendous task awaits the person selected, but without adequate 
assistance in the form of additional Rabbis in the outlying districts, 


the prospects of countering the “rot” that has set in are none too 
cheerful.

“I GOT A HORSE” 
Nazis Back a Loser 


A hoax almost worthy of the Captain of Koépenick has just 
resulted in the perpetrator’s being sentenced to two years’ hard labour. 
He was an unemployed “Aryan,” and in his seareh for a livelihood it 
appeared to him that a large proportion of the German horse-trade 
was in the hands of Jews. So he had notepaper printed, headed by 
his very “Aryan ” name and the description : “ the only large-scale 
‘Aryan’ importer of horses in Germany.” He sent letters to business 
houses, chambers of agriculture and Government departments stating 
that 25 per eent. of the trade in horses was in Jewish hands and asking 
“ hat they were going to do about it. 

They introduced a licensing system. They refused heences to 
old-established Jewish firms, but they gave one to “ the only large-scale 
\ryan’ importer of horses in Germany.” He, however, knew nothing 
bout the umportation of horses: so he sold his licence, at an exorbitant 
price—to a Jewish firm. He might have continued this way of livel.- 
hood throughout the remaining “ un-Aryanised ” trades, had not a 
business-rival of the purchasing Jewish firm discovered the trick. He 
now serving a sentence of two years’ hard labour. And the Jewish 
iris are still without them heences.

They had not, indeed, been sent out 
into the wilderness, but a social and moral wilderness had been brought in 
upon them m which they could not live. So 80,000 of them had left, 
though included in that number was a certain minority of non-Jews, who 
had had to leave because they were political outcasts, and since the 
Nuretuberg laws of last autumn, the immigration had become accelerated 
und, as he said, it was essential to provide elsewhere for the whole of the 
younger generation of German Jewry. Hitherto, said Sir Herbert, this 
problem had been regarded mainly as one of relief. But it was felt now 
that something more radical must be accomplished, and he had been 
asked to describe to them just what was being done.

Fascists and the Police 


Very Serious Allegations 


CONDONING OBSCENE ANTI-SEMITIC LIBELS 

Very serious allegations concerning the behaviour of the police 
at an open-air Blackshirt meeting at Hampstead Heath are contained 
in a letter published in the News CurRonicLe and the NEW STATESMAN 
AND NATION last week. 

According to the writer, a Mr. John Boulting, Blackshirt speakers 
at the meeting referred to indulged in the most foul and obscene 
abuse of Jews, oné of them declaring that the Jews were “venereal- 
ridden .vagrants who spread disease to every corner of the earth.” 
When some of the audience attempted to protest, so Mr. Boulting 
alleges, the police, under the direction of an Inspector, threatened 
them with arrest if they attempted to interrupt the Blackshuirt 
ibeller, “Prior and subsequent to this,” Mr. Boulter declares, “I 
observed police officers acting as stewards for the Fascists, who, con- 
scious of such protection, indulged in as much, and as 
provocation as they pleased.” 

The alleged behaviour of the police was the subject of a question 
in Parhament on Tuesday afternoon, and was mentioned at the 
meeting of the Deputies on Sunday afternoon. 

The New SraTesMAN AND Nation, below the letter from Mr. 
Boulton, prints the following extract from Sir John Simon’s speech 
in Parhament when Fascist hooliganism and bullying was the subject 
of debate. Sir John then said : 

A man is breaking the law if, with regard to any section of the 
community, he uses language of insult, abuse and provocation to such an 
extent that he is in facet encouraging people themseives to be violent, 
or to behave without respect to the mght of those whom he attacks,

Question in Parliament

Sir John Simon, in his reply, said that the police officer present on 
that oceasion had his attention distracted when the offensive remark was 
made and could not say on oath who made it. Continuing, Sir John said : 
‘ “I take the opportunity of stating that any person in the Metropolitan 
Police District who, in any thoroughfare or public place, uses abusive or 
insulting words with intent to provoke a breach of the peace, or by which a 
breach of the peace may be occasioned, is guilty of an offence, and_ the 


police, who have a difficult task in this matter, do their utmost to enforce 
the law in this regard.” 


Danger of Disregarding Fascist Silliness 


_ Under the heading “Hooligans on Principle,” the News CHRonIrcLe 
Writing editorially last week comments on the various disgusting and 
cowardly Fascist anti-Jewish exploits, and goes on to remark : 

The danger is that the very silliness of these demonstrations may 
lead the public to ignore their real significance. It is true that they are 
obviously the work of a tiny minority of half-wits, but the Nazi move- 
tment began with a mere handful of penniless agitators. The history 
both of Fascism and of the Nazis seems to suggest that a crude passion 
or violence for its own sake may be an infectious disease.

United Hebrew Congregation 


A GOOD DEAL OF OVERLAPPING 


ANNUAL MEETING

The Annual Meeting of the United Hebrew Congregation was held 
on Sunday. The Hon. Life President (Mr. 8. Wolfson) presided over a 
large attendance. 

Mr. D. I. Sandelson, the President, in a general survey of the 
Jewish communal problem of Leeds, said that some progress was being 
made towards the attainment of the ideal of communal unification, 
but he deplored that the spimt of senseless, petty mvalry between 
ndividual -Congregations still prevailed. There was a good deal of 
verlapping and the only result was neglect of vital services to the 
wish Community. Indivujual Congregations could not afford, by 
nemselves, to provide clergy suitable for a Commumity of their 
mportance, yet he regretted the difficulty of getting them to combine 
nd place the higher interests of the Community before their individual 
petty dignities. The United Hebrew Congregation had, for some years, 
»\ spending large sums of money for the benefit of the Community as a 

hole, attempted to teach the other Congregations that a Congregation 
(oes not exist merely to maintain a place of worship, but must be the 
‘ntral focus of Jewish life, radiating activity for the promotion ot the 
‘hest interests of Judaism. In spite ot the selfishness ot miany 
ividuals in the Community who refused to measure up to thew 
responsibility, and because of the petty-narrow spirit which dominated 
cme of the other Congregations, they would coritinue to act as the 
bie brother,” shouldering the burdens of the Community as a whole. 
tle telt confident that the younger generation, growing up in the 
uiller Congregations, would, in course of time, revolt against the 
urrogant “shoolism ”. which characterised their petty-minded leaders. 

Mr. Henry Freedman, Treasurer, submitted his Report and 
Balance-sheet. -They would, he said, -hhave shown a surplus but for 
having to bear burdens which somebody in the Community has to 
vischarge and which other Congregations were unwilling to bear. In 
order to provide additional clergy for Leeds Jewry as a whole, he 
thoved that an inerease of 10 per cent. on seat rentals be levied. 

Mr. Louis Wigoder, in seconding, said that the United Hebrew 
Congregation was doing magnificent work, and they were ready for vet 
heavier sacrifices in order to achieve the religious, cultural and social 
programme of the Executive. Mr. E. M. Rowlands complained that the 
President did not take members into his confidence sufficiently. Mr. 
». Lubelski thought that the necessary funds for the additional clergy 
would come from the new “ Covenant Scheme,” which the Congregation 
Was inaugurating. Mr. B. Harrison spoke eulogistically of the work 
Of the Executive and asked for loyal support for the Honorary Otheers 
of the Congregation. Mr. J. Gillinson, Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, supported the increase of 10 per cent. on seat rentals. 

Other speakers were Messrs. M. Saipe, Morris Silman, I. Goldman, 
J Porton, Harris Stone, M. Sugare, 8. Fish, H. Frieze, P. Whyman, 
J. Ellis, A. Whyman, B. Simon and A. Friedman. The resolution was 
adopted. 

Mr. P. §. Ellis moved that the heavy mortgage debt of £18,000 
should be liquidated by 150 families belonging to the Congregation 
creating a Loan Fund whereby each would lend either £25, £00 or 
+100 free of interest. As a member of the council he had watched 


how their efforts were hampered by over £1,100 a year in interest and 
redemption charges, Mr. J. W. Myers seconded the adoption of the 
scheme, which was supported by Mr. M. Stross, and carried. 

The following were elected for the ensuing year: Messrs. D. I. 
Sandelson, President ; Morris Stross, Vice-President ; Henry Freedman, 
Treasurer; and a Council of twenty-four. 


Board of Guardians 


The monthly meeting was held at the Board Rooms, Brunswick 
Place, on Monday, with Alderman H. Morris, J.P., in the Chair. On 
the motion of the Chairman, annual subscriptions were voted to the 
following: Home and Hospital for Jewish Incurables (London), the 
National Society for Prevention of Cruelty to Children and the Leeds 
Assocation for the Care of Consumptives, 

In presenting the Statement of Accounts from February Ist to 
May 18th, the Treasurer (Mr. Stanley Lightman) reported that the 
annual subvention of £400 had been received from the Leeds Public 
Assistance Committee, He al } acknowledged it legacy of £25, 
bequeathed to the Board by the late Mr. Sol. Hurwitz. Mr. Lightman 
pointed out that the Board was now at a considerable deficit, and he 
hoped that every effort would be made forthwith to supplement the 
finances. The Victor Lightman Loan Fund, he said, was functioning 
satisfactorily Repayments dunng the period, February Ist to 
May 18th, had amounted to £2.310, whilst 100 borrowers had received a 
total of £2.317 in Loans. The Matzo Fund Collections, which amounted 
to £365, was a record figure. . 

Alderman. Morns. referred particularly to the services of Mr. 
Nathan Cohen (President of the Harrogate Congregation), who, in 
spite ot indifferent health, had rendered admurable service in securing 
much help from his own Congregation in Harrogate. 

‘The Report ot the Investigation and Fixed Allowance Committee 
was subnutted by Mr. L. Nathan. Other reports were presented by 
Mr. J. Gillinson (Chairman of the Finance Committee), Mr. I. N. 
Labofski (Chairman of the Victor Lightman Loan Committee), Mrs, 
M. Lee (Chairman ot the Ladies’ Welfare (Comittee) and Mr. Je 
Gillinson, who had attended, in a representative capacity, the Con- 
ference of the Board of Guardians in London last month. The Secretary 
(Mr. R. H. Hurwitz) read out to the meeting the resolutions which 
had been adopted at the London Conterence. 


LIVERPOOL 
Talmudical College

Mr. B. T. Globe presided at a meeting of the Conmunittee of the 
Talinudical College, held last week, at 160, Chatham Street.

\ call to the Scottish people “to rid their minds of all narrow 
i.Jew prefudice was made at a sitting of the General Assembly 
of the Church of Scotland in he linburgh last week. The Assembly 
profound regret that the past year has. brought no 
uileviation of the sufferings caused to the Jewish people by ‘the 
mhuman political social, and economic persecutions prevalent in 
Central and Eastern Europe, and protested against “the religious 
e, the narrow nationalism and race pride on which anti. 
hatreds are based. 


The Assembly appointed September 27th as a day of special 
intercession throughout the Church for the Divine blessing on the 
Jewish people. “Is there any more tragic figure in the human 


family than the Jew asked the Rev. Peter M Gregor, of Greenock. 
We in this country knew very little of the suffering of the Jews on 
the Continent in recent vears, he went on. There were thousands 
of refugees wandering about seeking new homes, and turned away 
from countries which had no room for them. These men and 
women were dying of starvation and penury. Persecution was 
being pusbed forward with unrelenting severity. It was a heart 
breaking expericnce for parents to see their boys and girls treated 
as untouchables’ because of their Jewish blood. 

That the Jewish problem as. intimately concerned the people of 
scotland as any other country was stressed in a speech by the Rev. 
lr. James Black, of Edinburgh. He had seen shop posters, ** No 
Jew need apply’ in an English-speaking country, Dr. Black said. 
in referring to discrimination against Jews, which was." subtly

The production by Komisarjevsky of Chehov’s “The Seagull,” at 
the New Theatre, is one of those rare theatrical delights that 
approaches so near to perfection as amply to justify the description.

“Green Waters ” 
VIGOROUS AND POWERFUL ODORAMA

The prin ipal theme is hate: the hate of a voung Scot for his father, 
arising from the ternble wounds to his pride which he has suffered because 
of his being a bastard. All the author asks 1s that one accept the 
possibility of a sensitive character such as this young man’s. becoming 
soured and inflamed into chrome hatred bs reason of this wrong for 
which his father was responsible. And Mr. Catto steadily convinces us 
more and more, as he reveals Michael’s character, that he is just one of 
those fortunately rare specinens who eould live with another for yea4rs 
and steadily increase mm hate of him. The father strives with pitiful 
patience to break down this hideous obsession in his son. The family 
relationship is complicated by the existence of a second ulegitimate son, 
Michael's full brother, a young boy of about fourteen, whom Michael 
worships. Then there is a third, the eldest, son, the child of the father’ 
marriage, a seif-righteous, clumsy-minded, successful fool of a fellow; and 
the fool’s downtrodden but charming wife, 

Mr. Catto’s trouble is that he has filled his play with such a wealth 
of matter that the clear line of development often becomes blurred. All 
his loose ends are mteresting, some of them at tumes wander almost tnto 
riotous farce, and we are brought back with an awkward wrench to the 
cleep underly inet condition of dour hate which infects this household... The 
author has contrived to create an atmosphere in this home amidst the 
mists and storms of the West Highland coast that is at once repulsive 
and fascinating. 

Sebastian Shaw shows great cleverness in expressing the queer 
sensitive emotionalism of Michael. It is a very distinguished performance, 
as is also that of Morland Graham as the wretched father, a truly pitiful 
character. Mr. Graham conveys humiliation and mental anguish with a 
sinceritv that is almest embarrassing. His conscious shamefacedness 1s 
like insulted humility stiffened into a mask. Wilfrid Walter brings the 
spirit of primitive physical power, with its uncouth rebelliousness, simplo 
virtues and crude vices, into his version of the fisherman servant, huge, 
ungainly and half-tamed. Torin Thatcher makes a convincing prig of the 
very legitimate son, and Gillian Lind gives a beautiful performance as 
the latter’s wife. Henry Hepworth makes a charming kiddy of the 
youngest son—-the least well-written part- and humour and realism are 
provided by Marie Ault and Frank O'Dell. “Green Waters” affords a 
very full evening of mterest and dramatic excitement, and leaves us at 
the end still wanting to learn more about these people.

This entertainment has the quality of being able to justify its own 
existence without sugyesting that it was originally intended as a 
vehicle for the return to fibms of Harry Richman. or as a means of 
exploiting the famous song title.

THe ASSEMBLY 

The first thing that took place, the Mishnah 
recounts, was that people from: all the villages 
vatherect together m the nearest town so that 
they could make the large 
groups.

Early in the morning, the marshal ol 
the Procession ancl ealled out: “Arise 
ve, and let us go up to Zion unto the house of 
the Lord our God.”

Then a procession was formed. The people 
shouldered thew baskets of first fruits. If the 
starting point was near Jerusalem, they carried 
fresh figs and grapes, but if it was a long way 
off and the fruit might go bad before they 
reached the Holy City, they bore dried figs and 
raisins. At the head of the procession was 
driven an ox, intended as a peace-offering, with 
its horns overlaid with gold and a garland of 
olive leaves hung round its neck.

After recounting the deliverance from 
Kgypt, the passage concludes: “And He hath 
brought us into this place and hath given us 
this land, a land flowing with mulk and honey. 
And now. behold, [ have brought the first of 
the fruit of the land, which Thou, O Lord, hast 
me.” The Mishnah savs that’ those who 
knew the words would recite them themselves, 
while others would repeat thern after the 
priest. The neh, it says, brought ther first 
fruts in baskets overlaid with silver and gold. 
while the poor brought then: m wicker baskets 
of peeled willow Thus, the Swna- 
gocue decorated with flowers and toliage serves 
to recall that happy pilgrumage of ancrent tomes 
which helped to cement the Brotherhood of 
Israel.

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A Pilgrimage

HAVE just been hauled over the coals. In 
other words, I have been scolded. The 
pkrase to be “hauled over the coals” has 
Jewish associations, for in the bad old 

days in England when the king wanted money 
out of the Jews, a very coramon torture, if 
they resisted, was to haul them over the coals 
of a slow fire, a procedure which is referred 
to in Scott’s “Ivanhoe.” The Editor has been 
scolding me for not saying anything to you 
last week about Shavuoth. I solemnly declare 
that quite a long time ago I had written a 
Chat about the Festival we have just celebrated 
and stupidly got mixed up with my dates. I 
apologise to the Editor and you, and, m order 
that my penance may be complete, I am going 
to tell you now. what it was that I wrote. One 
of the names given to the Festival was 
ovnsan ST: “the day of the first fruits.” 
When the Temple stood, the people made a 
pilgrimage to Jerusalem and offered their first 
fruits. The Mishnah has a _ very ‘interesting 
account of the manner in which this prigrmage 
was conducted and welcomed in the Holy City 
and what took place at the Temple. 


| Tue ASSEMBLY 

The first thing that took place, the Mishnah 
recounts, was that people from all the villages 
gathered together m the nearest town so that 
they could make the. pilgrumage in large 
groups. They spent the night camping out m 
the market place and did not go into the 
houses. Early im the morning, the marshal of 
the procession came and called out: “Arise 
ve, and let us go up to Zion unto the house of 
the Lord. our God.” We fimd an echo of this 
call yn a passage of Isatmh where the prophet 
is looking forward to the time when all nations 
will jom together in the worship of the one God, 
and he pictures them assembling for some such 
pilgrimage as this: “And it shall come to pass 
in the end of days that the mountaim of the 
Lord’s House shall be established as the top 
of the mountains and shall be exalted above 
the hills, and all nations shall flow unto it; and 
many peoples shall go and say : ‘Come ye, ancl 
let us go up to the mountaim of the Lord, to 
the House of the God of Jacob.’ ” 


Tue PROCESSION 


Then a procession was formed. The people 
- shouldered their baskets of first fruits. If the 
starting pomt was near Jerusalem, they carried 
fresh figs and grapes, but if it was a long way 
off and the fruit might go bad before they 
reached thie Holy City, they bore dried figs and 
raisins. At the head of the procession was 
driven an ox, intended as a peace-offering, with 
its horns overlaid with gold and a garland of 
olive leaves hung round its neck. You may 
“remember the lines from Keats's “Ode to a 
Grecian Urn” ; 
‘Who are these coming to the sacrifice? 
To what green altar, O mysterious priest, 
Lead’st thou that heifer lowing at the skies, 
And all her silken flanks with garlands 
drest ?’’ 
A flute was played before them until they 


drew nigh to Jerusalem, and so with music and —

Then they halted and sent messengers to 
announce their arrival, and while they waited

the craftsmen—the butchers and bakers and 
candlestick-makers—would line the streets and 
shout greetings to them: “Brethren, men of 
such-and-such a place, ye are welcome!”
